It has been determined to appoint Collectors for 
the different Southern ports, and the President is 
engaged in selecting men of energy to fulfil the 
important functions confided to them. The duties 
will he collected on board men-of-war, whatever 
may be the opinion of legal authorities hero or 
elsewhere on the subject. 

Kx-Scnator Cooper of Frederick, Md., reports 
tnat he will have a regiment ready to be mustered 
into service on Monday next. 

The country may not generally be aware that 
there is nt this moment, an ag -nt of the French 
Emperor traveling in the South by the r.ume of 
Baroche. He is instructed to say that he is simply 
collecting information fir the commercial unrcuu 
for the Minister of Public Works, but this is »n 
artifice, ho is a political, more than a commercial 
agent, and his despatches, regularly forwarded to 
Paris, necessarily exercise yreut influence over the 
mind of the Emperor. 

Cimcaoo, May 13. 
Senator Douglas has been very ill with typhoid 
fever ever since he returned lo this city, and fears 
are entertained by his frends that he will not 
rccovir. 

The World's despatch from Washington says: 
Passengers via Harper's Ferry report the rebels 
creeling fortifications on the Maryland side; also 
erecting one of railroad iron, twelve miles below 
the Ferry. 

It is reported that considerable discontent ex- 
isted among the troops nt Richmond. 

The Catawba, arrived at Washington, stales that 
the Harriet Lane was blockading the James and 
Elisabeth rivers, the Montlcello, York river, the 
Quaker City, Chesapeake bay, and the Minnesota 
is oir Point Comfort. 

The Quaker City towed tho ship Arago, of Bal- 
timore, to sea from Richmond with n cargo of 
tobacco, valued at $100,000; Commodore String- 
ham putting a Crew aboard till it reaches New 
York. 

St. Louis, May, 18. 

A communication to the Press, signed by W. 
P. Smith, says tho reported destruction of the 
bridges on the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad is 
untrue, as also the report in a New York morn- 
ing paper that he had asked Gen. Scult to take 
military possession ofthc road. 

A special despatch to the Commercial A<lver- 
tiser saj-s, within a few days the Massachusetts 
I regiments will be ordered to Fortress Monroe. 

The capital buildings will be cleared of troops 
by the first of June, and be renovated for tho extra 
session of Congress.

The News. 

The news from the States is highly intet- 
Mlirift Thoiigh devoid of the usual inbi- 
ciJe'iita of an. EuvonBjia civil war— «uob 
as pitched baltes, defeat, victory, killed, 
wounded, prisoners of! war, martial law and 
nummary pfinfcsrimont. for trenison— Still it is 
entirely in favor *f lift Fwl^ial government, 
and indicates the .speedy .suppression or ihe 
revolt. Ti?e Ljacoln ailmiuisirution grad- 
ually deveh.ping its pla.i of the summer 
campaign, with the design oC making the 
civil war a short one. The military and 
naval preparations are of the rao.-U stupend- 
ous charaal'eri The South is Id be overawed 
from every auuiUl.le point. TLie sea forces 
will be distributed in bloekad'uig squadrons 
along the whole Southern coast. Norfolk 
and Gosport Navy Yard, at the mouth of 
Chespeake Bay, will be taken from the rebels; 
and thus the eastern shores of Virginia and 
Maryland will be placed under ihe control 
of the blockading squadron. Charleston is 
already blockaded. The Savannah block- 
ade will follow. Pensacola, wiih the aid of 
the navy and Fort Pickens, will be placed 
under Federal sway, and iho forces of Gen. 
Bragg dispersed. Mobile, the mouth fit the 
Mississippi, and Galveston will also have 
their blockading squadrons, and like other 
Southern pdrt*j have Federal collcoiors of the 
revenue onboard. Thus the coast line ol 
operations will be completed. 

The operations of the land forces are well 
designed to co operate with the fleet, arid 
narrow down the civil wrap to the Cotton 
Stales alone. First, we have Baltimore gar- 
risoned by Federal troops. Below it Anna- 
polis, the- capital of Maryland, is also in 
their possession. So the command of 

Chesapeake Bay. the Federal forces may be 
landed there and sent by railroad to- Wash- 
inglon, as welt as thcough Kaltimnre. Se- 
cession in Maryland »eonipletely overawed. 
Richmond \a Ihe nex.1 point to which the 
Federal forces are likely to be directed. 
Situated as it Is in the centre of East Vi.ginia, 
strong force there., and an open Line of com- 
munication with the North both by larul 
mid sea, will not only protect Washington 
froui the army of Jeff. Davis, but will force 
Virginia to be quiet, or else lo expel ihe Fed- 
eral troops. From Richmond and Norfolk 
troops may be poured into Norlh Carolina 
whenever required. Il is evident, that as 
soon as pieparatiuus ate completed, that 
Eastern Virgiuii anil North Carolina will be 
occupied by Federal Iroops. Already the 
rebel army at Richmond is dissatisfied, and 
if Jeff. Davis does not head them and lead 
them to victory, Eastern Virginia will bo re- 
duced lo submission, and he will either have 
to abdicate or coiitine his operations to the 
Cotton Slates. 

It ,s noi improbable thai an attack on the 
rebel forces at Harper's Kerry will be made, 
even before troops are moved Iowa, ds Rich- 
mond. It is too important it point to be Mi 
in the enemy's hands, commanding as it 
does a route from Baltimore into Western 
Virginia Borderinsr on Pennsylvania and 
Ohio, as Western Virginia does, with Har- 
per's Ferry in the hands of the Federalists, 
the whole Eastern Border Suites would be 
at the mercy of the Washington govern- 
ment. 

In the Ureal VVest, Kentucky has declared 
for an armed neutrality. Exposed as she is to 
inroads from Illinois, Indiana, and Ohio, 
which, skirl her whole n rlhern boundary, 
she would be an iasy victory i<> the North. 
Missouri, ihrnugh the vigorous measures o 
General Harney, is literally subdued. St. 
Louis, his head-quarters, is virtually under 
martial law. Besides bis command ther**, 

a large force is near in Illinois) ready at eall. 

Missouri is helpless, su fur as aiding the 
Southern Cniifederacy. Sun mo. led by bee 

St .tes, Kansas on the we-r, Iowa on the 
north, Illinois on the east, tiei military or- 
ganization will bo thoroughly suppressed, 
n:id treated by Harney as treason At Cairo,

But even were 
they successful for a time, it is impossible to 
believe thai ihey oo'uldl be successful long. 
The martial spirit of the North is aroused. 
Parly is sunk in the all-absorbim/ desire to 
preserve the Union. And with the unani- 
mous purpose and overwhelming superiorly 
of the North in men and money, united with 
Ihe vigorous policy ol Lincoln, we can see 
no earthly chance for the Secessionists to 
secure their independence;

AUKIVALS FBOM THE KIVEK. 

Cheering News from Cariboo. 

Tho steamers Gov. Douglas and Otter arrived 
on Saturday n^ht from Fraser Elver, bringing 45 
passengers and $60,000,111 gold dust. Following 
is our summary of news us slcauedjrom passen- 
gers and others : 

LOWER 1UVEII. 

Oov. Douglat arrived safely at Lytton City on 
Sunday, the 2d inst., in good health and spirits, 
lie met with a fine reception from the inhabitants, 
and left on the Wednesday following for Fort 
Kaniloops. 

Tho people of Lytton consented to pay nn ad- 
ditional half cent per pound on all goods received 
via Yale, in consideration of the making of a 
wagon-road from Boston Dar to the Forks of 
Thompson River. The work will be commenced 
at once. 

At Cayoosh goods are very "scarce' and business 
^jrisk. 

Forty Indians loft Yale with packs for Boston 
Bar and Lytton on Friday. No mules were to be 
had. Business is dull, but trains are daily ex- 
pected from above. 

The river is at its full height, apparently. A t 
Upper Langley it is much higher than at any period 
last year. 

Mining in the caiions is suspended for the pres- 
ent, owing to high wat>r. At Hill's Bar .'30 or GO 
Chinamen and two companies of white miners 
have been at work this season, making from $5 to 
§7 per day. The gold is obtained from a sub- 
stratum of pay-dirt, and is quite coarse and rusty. 
High water has driven the miners out. Judge 
Perrier brought down five ounces of gold from 
this bar, which he intends having assayed. 

At Prince Albert's Flat the water has backed 
up into tho tunnels and stoppod operations 

The Fort Hope Silver Mining Company's oper- 
ations are not interfered with by the rising of the 
rvicr, and tho tunnel is progressing slowly but 
surely towards the lead. 

Bishop Hills is at Douglas, and visited the Es- 
peranza silver lead on Thursday'. He was to hold 
divine worship there yesterday. 

FllOM CARIBOO* 

Mr. Dan. Braley, the Cariboo Expressman, came 
down on the Douglas! He is just from Cariboo, 
having left the Forks of Quesnello Kivcr on the 
21th of last month. 

Mr. Braley has been to Antler Creek and speaks 
in glowing terms of the mining prospects there. 
The Antl r is from 100 to 300 feet'wido in places, 
with occasional falls and canons. Xo large boul- 
ders like those met with on the lower rivers arc en- 
countered, and the diggings are easily worked. 
There was four feet of snow on the bunks ; but as 
the weather was beautiful and very warm it was 
fast disappearing. 

Most of the gold is found on the bed rock. The 
principal mining is done on the beds of the creek, 
the dirt of which pays from the top to bottom. 
1 he goll in the top-dirt is finer than that found 
on the bed-rock and the w. "lc will pay well to 
sluice. Iu the hills and river-bauks rich pay is 
found. 

While Mr. B. was a*. Antler Hi. Robinson & Co. 
worked two days in their claim sluicing the bed of 
the creek, and took out gOOO. The company is 
composed or live men. Capt. Dowen & Co. have 
made over $50 a day each since they got tu work. 
Their operations were much precluded by the 
nnow. Dennis Kane & Co. had, it was reported, 
llla dr $300 a day to the man in the bank; Dud. 
Murelttlid panned out $220 iu one day from his 
claim, which our informant himself saw. Smith 
& Hendrick's claim, in the hank next to Hi. Hob- 
InBon'l, was yielding §100 a day to the band with 
rockers. 

Cunningham Creek is eight or ten nu.ei above 
Antler, and heads in the name range of hills. It 
was struck last fall, when one or two i hums pros- 
perked well. Xo miners had yet work, d on it. 

Williams' Creek is ten miles from the head of 
Antler in h northerly direction, and empties into 
Swamp River. The diggings were struck tins 
spring. Our informant did not visit it himself, 
but learnt d that prospects varying from fifty cents 
to $1 had been obtained. About fifty miners were 
waiting for the snow to disappear, 

Swamp River does not pay, but all its tributa- 
ries so lar as prospected pay richly. 

Parties who had gone down Antler ("reck "> 
within a short distance of its mouth report $15 
and S20 diggings. 

On Keithley Creek the water was very high ; two 
companies only being at work in the bank. The 
pay-dirt washed and paid well. Fifty men were 
on'the stream. 

Harvey's Creek was reported as paying from $20 
■to $29 a day each to forly nun. 

The route to Antler Creek is by the North Fork 
nf Quesnelle to Cariboo Lake; thence in a north- 
erly direction Irom the river to tho headwaters of 
Antler. The best diggings found are near the 
sources of that stream. 

At Rich Har. near the mouth of Quesnello. 
nothing was doing owing to a scarcity of water. 

There are 12»l men at the forks of tiuesnelle 
and in the Cariboo diggln 
portod at Kith Bar and Al

Lyon, and commanded by Capt. Cole. 

Some Union men had been driven out of Wash- 
ington county, and their lives had been threatened 
by Secessionists ; therefore Gen. Lyon sent tho 
detachment of soldiers over to protect them. 

The company under Capt. Cole arrived at Potosi 
at 3 o'clock on Wednesday morning, und at once 
threw a chain of sentinels around the town 
Guards were then stationed around the dwellings 
of the most prominent Secessionists, und shortly 
after daylight some 150 men found themselves 
prisoners and were marched off to the Court 
House. Here the prisoners were formed in line 
and with the assistance nf a gentleman of Potosi, 
who knew all the inhabitants of the place, the 
Union men were recognised anh released, amount- 
ing to over half of those taken prisoners. Some 
fifty of the Secessionists were also released on 
parole of honor, after subscribing to the usual 
oath, not to take up arms against the United 
Slates, and nine of the leaders were marched oir 
to the cars.

OOLD DIBCOVEUIES IN NOVA SCOTIA. 

Another gold fever liaa broken out in the East, 
away down in Nova Scotia, where a great cxcile- 
ment lias been created, in consequence of the dis- 
covery of the precious metal in considerable quan- 
tities in the coast region between the mouth of 
Tangier River nnd Pope's Harbor. Rich speci- 
mens of gold and gold-hearing quartz have been 
found.

well. The government has ordt red a survey of 
the district, which extends for thirty miles, arid 
proposes lo lay off the land ill lots of 60 by 20, for 
mining claims. The miners are to pay .£10 lor a 
license, and L'l out of every L'10 obtained to the 
o» ners of the land. 

THS UltlTieil YOLUNTBEItS. 

The British volunteers are daily receiving large 
additions to their ranks from Canada, the rccri-its 
generally being men who have had long service in 
the British Army. These daily accessions to our 
volunteer ranks from the British provinces are 
worthy of especial notice. No efforts at recruiting 
have been made by military authorities in thuse re- 
gions. The whole thing has sprung up spontane- 
ously, nnd may be set down as the result of that 
enthusiastic love of liberty and hatred of slavery 
which characterizes the Englishman wherever he 
may be found. Advices to-day from the lower 
provinces of British America indicate that the vol- 
unteer spirit is rile there aiso. One company at 
Woodstock, New Brunswick, has already offered 
its services lo the Government, and otheis are being 
formed.
